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Introduction 


This Bibliographical Supplement to the John Carter Brown 
Library's forthcoming illustrated exhibition catalogue The Book in the 
Americas: The Role of Books and Printing in the Development of 
Culture and Society in Colonial Latin America is intended to provide 
full bibliographical descriptions of the books and manuscripts in the 
exhibition. Most of the information presented here has also been 
entered into the national computerized data base known as RLIN 
(Research Libraries Information Network) and thus is available to RLIN 
subscribers nationwide. 


Although this work has been made temporarily available here as a 
separate publication, it will eventually be incorporated totally into the 
formal exhibition catalogue as an appendix. 


The works are arranged alphabetically by main entry: author, ttle, 
or corporate body. Reference numbers at the top of each item link these 
entries to the main catalogue. The description of each printed work is in 
strict conformity with the Anglo-American Cataloguing Rules. While 
the majority of these works were catalogued in adherence to AACR2, a 
few records were done prior to October 1, 1980, and thus follow the 
standards set by the first edition of the Rules. 


References to published bibliographies have been provided for those 
seeking additional information on a particular work. Since brief 
citations are used in the cataloguing records themselves, a guide to these 
bibliographical sources is included here. 

In addition, each description contains the acquisition number and 
date of acquisition for the John Carter Brown Library copy, as well as 
location symbols for copies in the United States and Canada. These 
symbols represent libraries and institutions which have contributed 
cards to the National Union Catalog, pre-1956 imprints. 


I would like to express my appreciation to Ilse Kramer, Chief of 
Cataloguing, for her advice and counsel in solving complex 
bibliographical issues, and to Elaine Shiner for her patience in entering 
these records into the RLIN data base.
